| Amboina, between Celebes and 
New Guinea in the Moluccan Sea, 
is the fifth Indies foothold won 
by the Japanese since the start of 
their invasion Jan. 4.

British Hit At

CAIRO, Feb. 7.—(AP)—Brilish 
fighter planes and bombers, strik- 
ing hard at the Axis spearheads 
pushing into eastern Libya in a 
strong counter offensive, smashed 
a considerable number of Axis 
vehicles in the forward areas yes- 
terday while British and Axis ar- 
tillery fought a spirited duel. 

Aside from the artillery action 
and patrol activity on both sides, a 
communique said today, there was 
no change in the land situation. 

Heavy British bombers obtained 
successful results on a number of 
more distant targets on the Axis 
main lines of communication. 

The communique's indication of 
a jull in land operations for the 
second straight day meant that the 
British forces are still maintaining 
their positions some 45 miles west 
of Tobruk.

‘US. Mobilizes 


Reserve Units 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7—(AP)— 
President Roosevelt issued an 
executive order today calling into 
the active military service all or- 
ganized reserve units of the 
United States army not already 
| on active duty. 

Like those already ordered to ac- 
‘tive service, these units will serve 
:for the duration of the war and for 
six months after its termination, 
subject to earlicr relief or dis- 
charge. 

The reservists called were mostly 
selective service trainees or national 
guardsmen who were released last 
fall after having served more than 
a year. 

How many were called was not 
disclosed, but by officially announc- 
ed plans 200,000 were to have been 
returned to civil life last fall.

Java May Be Next Target 


Of Full-Scale Jap Attack 


By The Canadian Press 

If Java, site of the Allies’ 
southwest Pacific command 
and richest and best - devel- 
oped island in the Nether- 
lands East Indies, is to be the 
next target of a full-scale 
Japanese offensive, that at- 
tack probably will come from 
the swampy, fever - ridden 
shores of Borneo, only a few 
hundred miles away across 
the Java Sea. 

Because of its wealth and its 
strategic value alone, Java can 
be assumed to loom large on 
Tokyo's map of conquest, 
Already the invaders dominate 


some four-fifths of Borneo's east- 
ern coast — from British North 
Borneo, where they landed in the 
first weeks of the Pacific war, 
through the oil ports of Tarakan 
and Sumarinda south to Balik- 
Papan. 

While the Indies still report con. 
tinting resistance in the Balik- 
Papan area, the town itself appears 
to be in Japanese hands. From this 
point—itself only a little more than 
500 miles “airline from Surabaya— 
their next objective almost surely 
would be Banjermasin on the 
southeast coast a bare 300 miles 
from Surabaya, which lies south 
and slightly west across the Java 
sea. 


On the western flank, again 


starting from early footholds won 
in Sarawak, Nipponese, forces 
successively have overrun Esam- 
bas and Pemangkat, in Nether- 
lands Borneo just across the 
Sawawak frontier, and at lest re- 
ports had driven on southward to 
occupy Pontianak. 

That town, largest on the west 
coast, is 450 miles from Batavia 
as the bomber flies. 

The Japanese have made no at- 
tempt to penetrate inland-—there 
is some 600 miles of dense, virtually 
unexplored jungle between Pontia- 
nak and Balik-Papan. It is from 
jungle-concealed airfields that the 
Indies maintain they will be able 
to continue defence against the in- 
vaders, 


city. 

Despite renewed enemy aerial 
bombardment, a tour of the north 
shore defence preparations today 
emphasized the readiness of the 
British to meet the large forces 
massed by the enemy in Johore 
in almost every way except in 
the air. 

“The Japs will never get past us,” 
one British soldier remarked as he 
stood guard on the coast. “I've 
never seen such a well-defended 
fortress. It is better than the Eng- 
lish coast. 

“All we want is more and more 
airplanes.” 

That the Japanese were getting 
ready for their all-out attack seem- 
ed as evident as the British prepara- 
tions for all-out defence.

New War Body 
Is Created By 
Britain, States 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.— (AP) 
—Washington became the official 
war capital of the united nations 
last night when a “combined 
chiefs of staff” board was set up 
here to take charge of all joint 
Anglo-American action for the 


prosecution of the struggle. 

It is intended to assure co-ordin- 
ation of the war effort and its juris- 
diction is to include, among other 
things, the production and distribu- 
tion of war supplies. It will work 
in collaboration with represent- 
atives of other united nations, 

The new board, composed of high 
American and British leaders, will 
be housed in the public health 
building on Constitution Avenue— 
which thus will become a nerve 
centre of the far-flung fight against 
the Axis. Located in the same 
building will be a munitions as- 
signment board, as well as central 
agencies to apportion shipping 
facilities and raw materials, 

The “chiefs of staff” agency, the 
war department said, “amounts 
to a combined command post for 
the conduct of all joint opera- 
tions of the two governments in 
the war.” 

The British representatives are 
Field Marshal Sir John Dill, former 
chief of the imperial genera] staff; 
Admiral Sir Charles Little; Lt.-Gen, 

Sir Colville Wemyss, and Air Mar- 
shal A. T. Harris. :

Gen. McNaughton| 
Stresses Need Of 
Weanons Of War 


By GEOKGE KITCHEN 
MONTREAL, Feb, 7.—(CP)— 

Lt.-Gen. A. G. L, McNaughton, 
Canada's No. 1 soldier, called upon 
Canadians Friday to “send ws 
more and better tools so that with 
them we can bring this war to 
& victorious conclusion with 
the minimum loss of life on the 
part of the fighting forces array- 
ed against the totalitarian dic- 
tators.” 

In a forceful address to the an- 
nual banquet of the Engineering 
Institute of Canada, Gen. McNaugh- 
ton said he seemed to detect in Can- 
ada “some little complacency in 
what has been done.” 

Hig remarks punctuated by ap- 
plause, Gen, McNaughton declared: 

“This is a war in which the whole 
forces of science have been 
fixed by the enemy on one purpose 
alone and that is our death, And, 
to meet that, we have to fix our own 
forces likewise, in order to emerge 
triumphant as we will 


“GRAND ACHIEVEMENT” 

“It seems to me that as I move 
about I detect some little complac- 
ency in what has been done. It has 
been grand achievement. No one 


knows that more than those of us 
who have waited, possibly for in- 
vasion, sometimes with no weapons, 
and knowing that those weapons 
are coming forward. 

“But it is not enough. One of 
the primary reasons for my visit 
is to carry a message to Canadian 

\ industry, and Canadian engineers 
that we want to win this war, not 
by the blood of our sons and 
daughters, but by our intelligence. 

“We have got to take our wits 
and put them to work. We have 
not only to think out the newer 
weapons, and better types, but forge 
them, and produce them in mass 
quantities so that we can bring this 
struggle to a satisfactory conclu- 
sion without the loss of too many 
of the lives committed to our care. 


“MECHANICAL WAR” 

“Let there be no complacency in 
this effort for more and better and 
more far-reaching weapons. 

“This is a mechanical war... we 
appeal to you for tools with which 
to multiply the power and speed 
of men—and to give us those tools 
in quantity, 
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Accused Remanded

The same informants doubted, 
however, that the iron-handed Nazi 
control of the home front could be 
broken even if those two prime 
requisites were present to arouse 
the German people to revolt against 
Hitlerism. 

It was that combination which 
broke German morale to end the 
First Great War and Nazi leader- 
ship knows that danger’ too well 
not to be fully on guard against it. 


NEW ATTACK FRONT 

Nevertheless, both the Russian 
and the food shortage, confirmed 
in some degree from other sources, 
are woven into this picture by 
Goebbels, It tends to make his out- 
line sound more’ plausible to some 
Allied ears as indicating that there 
is serious unrest in Germany. 

What Hitler now needs urgently 
is a new attack front to take 
German minds off his ill-fated 
1941 campaign in Russia, Where 
he expects to strike next to that 
end is problematical.

City Mooted 
As Point On 
Alaska Road 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(AP) 
—The House of Representatives 
public roads committee recessed 
indefinitely yesterday its hear- 
ing on a measure to authorize 
construction of a highway to 
Alaska after reeciving a United 
States war department report 
that such a highway is “desirable 
from the viewpoint of national 
defence.” 

Chairman. Wilburn Cartwright 
(Dem., Okla.) said the hearing, re- 
cessed subject to call, would not 
be resumed until a special sub- 
committee had conferred with a 
cabinet committee studying the 
same proposition. 

Col. James K. Tully submitted 
the war department report stating 
that the “military and naval situa- 
tion in the Pacific now indicates 
that a land route alternative to 
existing sea routes is desirable 
from the standpoint of national de- 
fence.” 

H. L. Halvorson, attorney for in- 
dividuals and groups favoring a 
“prairie route,” testifying today on 
the measure — which would au- 
thorize a $25,000,000 appropriation 
for construction of the highway— 
said he would support it if some 
changes were made. 

This route would pass far to the 
east of other routes, going from the 
plains states north to Edmonton, 
thence to St. John, both in Canada, 
and thence to Dawson and Fair- 
banks in Alaska. 

Halvorson asked deletion of 
language in the bill that would call 
for the road to go through the 
northwestern part of Canada. 

Routes further west have been 
suggested by American and Cana- 
dian highway commissions studying 
the problem. 


Canadian Vessel 
Sunk In Atlantic 


AN EAST COAST CANADIAN 
PORT, Feb. /—(CP)—Some 45 sur- 
vivors reaching here in three life- 
boats reported today that an enemy 
submarine sank their _coustal 
freighter off the Canadian coast.

Failure To Get 
Men For Front 


TORONTO, Feb. 7.—(CP)— 
Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen, Cana- 
dian Conservative leader and 


candidate in a York South by- 
election Feb. 9, sald in an ad- 
dress last night that “there can 
be no all-out organisation as 

long as there is no capacity 
vested in the government 
to allocate fit men to essential 
and vital posts.” 

“There can never be an all-out 
organization, or anything like total 
war, as long as it is impossible to 
fill, keep filled and fully reinforce 
the ranks of the fighting front, the 
front at which the war will be won 
or lost.” 


PLEAD IN VAIN 

He said the margin is so close in 
this war that “Canada’s conduct 
will decide whether we win or 
lose.” Recruiting officers were 
pleading “in vain to fill the fights 
ing ranks,” and “even our mobil- 
ized regiments have wide gaps that 
cry aloud for recruits and spell re 
buke to our system.” 

“Our divisions go from our 
shores with the gaps still open; 
our farms, many of them, are 
stripped of sons of the soll who 
have answered the call to duty; 
while others {n many fields are 
oversupplied with those who fall 
to hear the call. 

“Men rejected after physical ex- 
amination are implored to come 
back and are often accepted, while 
those physically fit are allowed to 
pursue their own leisurely and self- 
lish way.” 

“The people of this Dominion 
must demand an end to partyism 
in war time,” he said. “The limite 
ations which shackle us now hu- 
miliate us in the eyes of our 
Allies.” 

He said the forthcoming conscrip. 
tion plebiscite was inconclusive be- 
cause “no one, not even the Prime 
Minister,” knows what would hap- 
pen if the vote relieved the govern- 
ment of its  anti-conscription 
pledges.

Canada Menaced 
More Than Ever 
Minister Says 


QUEBEC, Feb. —(CP)—Jus- 
tice Minister St. Laurent, Liberal 
candidate in the Quebec East Do- 
minion by-election Feb. 9, in an 
address last night, said that “our 
country and adjoining ones now 
are more directly menaced than 
ever before.” 

Mr. St. Laurent, in his 15-minute 
address said “in the totalitarian 
countries, with which we are at 
present engaged in a struggle to the 
death, the people are the slaves of 
their masters but here in Canada, 
thank God, we have maintained our 
system of popular government 
where the voters are free to choose 
their representatives. which is one 

of the best guarantees of demo- 
cratic institutions. 

“However, it is not necessary to 
remind you that agitation, the up. 
lifting of passions and hate and all 
that could divide the races of a 
common nation and the allied peo- 
ples, are particularly dangerous in 
wartime and could have tne most 
disastrous and deadly consee 
quences.”

Northern Member Champions Alberta- Alaska H

Suggestion that the provincial government set up a 


committee to compile all information on the Alberta route | 


for the proposed Alaska highway and place it before the 
proper authorities, was made in the legislature Friday by H. 


E. Debolt, S.C., Spirit River, speaking in the throne speech | 


debate. 


Urging that everything be done 
to bring forward the advantages 
of the route through Edmonton, 
Grande Prairie, Fort St. John, 
B.C., and Fort Nelson, he declared 
that this highway would be built 
by Canada and the United States 
from defence appropriations, and 
that provincial funds could then 
be used to “build roads to a good 
road.” 

The northern member also sug: 
gested that the provincial govern- 
ment provide assistance, either in 
the form of a grant or a loan, to 
assist the group of farmers who 
were drilling a prospect oi] well in 
the Bonanza district to compjete 
their drilling operations and make 
a proper test. 

This “group of Grande Prairie 
farmers,” he said, had been 
spending their own money, when- 
ever they got some from their 
crops, to drill this well (the 
Guardian), and they were now 
“definitely in the limestone” and 
required just a little more money 
to make a test that might open 
Up a new field. 

“If proof could be given that this 
well could supply the local needs, 
it would be of great value in the 
economic life of the Peace River 
country, as it would give the farm- 
ers cheap fuel oil, and it would be 
of great value for future oil de- 
velopment,” he said. 


URGES INDUSTRIES 
He urged the need of industrializ- 
ing Alberta and suggested that a 
plant for production of nylon, an 
artifical silk, could advantageously 
be located in this province as the 
raw materials for production were 
jefly coal, water and air. Bitum- 
yOus coal, of which Alberta has 
vast deposits, was especially suited 
to nylon production, he said 
Difficulties besetting industriali- 
zation of this province, and of solv- 
ing farmers’ problems, were due to 
monopolistic control, Mr. Debolt 
said. He said the freight rate on 
wheat from Provost to Vancouver, 
044 miles, was 24 cents, while the 
rate from London, Ont. to St. John, 
N.B., the same distance, was 16 
cents. The rate on a carload of 
canned milk from Red Deer to 
Vancouver was 98 cents per 100 
pounds, while from Tillsonburg, 
Ont, to Vancouver, it was 75 cents. 
“When finance is taken over and 
made to function in the interests of 
the people,” he concluded, “our re- 
sources can be developed for the 
benefit of all.”

The Edmonton Route 


Governor Gruening of Alaska sug- 
sta the need of two military roads 
From the United States to the northern 
territory; one from Seattle by way of 
Prince George; the other from Minne- 
apolis by way of Edmonton and Prince 
rge. Neither is suggested as likely 
to be constructed immediately, and the 
question now is whether either could be 
built soon enough to be useful in the 
present war. ‘ 
Edmonton is in the fortunate posi- 
tion that whatever route is eventually 
followed, so long as the highway passes 
through Prince George the bulk of the 
traffic will move through this city. All 
that is required is an extension of the 
Jasper highway to Prince George, to 
conserve the interests of Edmonton and 
of Alberta. 

The bulk of the population of the 
United States lies east of the Rocky 
Mountains. From the central and 
eastern states the shortest way to 
Alaska will be by way of this city if 
there is good connection ‘between Ed- 
monton and Prince George. In peace 
and war, traffic will follow the direct 
route; it will not go hundreds of miles 
out of the way just because the Alaska 
highway begins at Seattle. 

What Edmonton and Alberta inter- 
ests should urge is that the Jasper 
highway be extended to Prince George 
by the time the Alaska highway is 
opened. If that is done, we will not 
need to worry about getting our full 
share of the traffic moving from the 
central and eastern areas of the United 
States to the northern territory. For 
financial reasons in peace-time, and for 
security reasons in war-time, the traf- 
fic will take the short inland route, 
through this province and city. 


No Advantage In Sight 


Canada, South Africa and New Zea- 
land have not made use of the oppor- 
tunity given them to have ministers sit 
in with the cabinet of Great Britain for 
the discussion of war policies. Aus- 
tralia’s representative at London has in 
fact been exercising this privilege for 
several months—was doing so long be- 
fore the permission was officially 
asked. Representatives of the other 
Dominions could of course have done 
the same thing if there had been any 
particular purpose. 

The proposal has not been to create 
an Imperial war council, composed of 
members in equal standing; but that 
ministers AY ope ce the Dominions 
should attend meetings of the war cabi- 
net of Great Britain and take part in 
the discussions, , 

Their positions there would be pe- 
culiar, since they would be guests and 
not fully accredited members, and they 
could function only as advisers, not exe- 
cutives. The Government of Australia, 
for whatever reason, sees advantage in 
the arrangement; the other three do 
not. 

There is no lack of channels through 
which the British authorities may seek 
or receive advice from the Governments 
of the Dominions, quickly and without 
the reservations necessary in the case 


of a Dominion spokesman resident in. 


London. To attach such representa- 
tives to the cabinet there would look 
more like duplicating machinery than 
filling a need. : 
To establish an Imperial war council 
would be a quite different proposition.

An Appeal To Reason 


To those who look facts in the face 
it must be plain by this time that to &t- 
tempt to enforce conscription in defi- 
ance of the election pledges of both 
major parties would be a dangerous 
course of procedure. How dangerous, 
no man can say. That it would destroy 
the unified support hitherto given to 
our national war effort is certain, and 
no one knows to what lengths hot- 
heads might carry the cleavage. Quebec 
undoubtedly would be turned into a 
“southern Ireland”; and French-Cana- 
dians number about one-third of the 
population of the Dominion. 

Whatever anyone may wish, these 
are facts beyond dispute, and no 
amount of “s item 3 Quebec” will 
make them anything but facts. Quite 
the contrary, ause what Quebec is 
demanding ia that election pledges be 
kept. We are fighting pledge-breakers 
in Europe and the Orient. Pledge-break- 
ing in Canada would be a poor way to 
secure all-out support for that cause. 

The people of Quebec do not like 
conscription. They will probably in the 
majority vote “no” when the plebiscite 
is taken. Some extremists may try to 
cause trouble if conscription is applied 
even under direct mandate from the 
voters. But the amount of hostility 
aroused and the oppogition offered in 
those circumstances cannot be compar- 
able to what would certainly follow if 
conscription were enforced without 
popular consent. 

The French-Canadians have no 
country but Canada, They once saved 
Canada to the British Empire. They 
have enlisted voluntarily in this war 
out of all proportion to their enlist-

ments in the former war—because they 
have been treated as Canadians, and 
not subjected to the unmeasured abuse 
then hurled at them. ,Any chance that 
they will accept conscription as & 
measure compelled by national security 
hinges on the fact that election pledges 
are to be honorably kept and the elect- 
ors asked to cancel out these commit- 


ments in view of the circumstances 
which now exist. 
To attempt to “cram conscription 


down Quebec’s throat” in defiance of 
those pledges, would result in a situa- 
tion highly satisfactory to Herr Hitler. 
The speeches made at Ottawa and in 
the by-elections leave no possible room 
for doubt on that point. 

The plebiscite is an appeal to reason.

Following Mr. de Valera’s protest 
against the landing of United States 
troops in northern Ireland, information 
was given out—at Dublin—that Britain 
has n and still is supplying Eire 
with large shipments of artillery and 
other munitions. As this equipment is 
desperately needed elsewhere, Mr. de 
Valera can hardly say it indicates an 
intention to invade Hire, or indifference 
to the chance that it may be invaded 
by the Nazis. 


It is now a-criminal offence to 
burn, cut or otherwise destroy an auto- 
mobile or bicycle tire or tube. The pen- 
alty may be as severe a8 a $5,000 fine 
or a five year term in prison, There are 
two reasons for the prohibitory order.

French Canada’s Willingness to * 


Conform to Majority Wish 
Is Real Problem

When Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
announced that he would ask the Cana- 
dian people to release him from his elec- 
tion pledge that he would not conscript 
Canadians for overseas military service, 
it was immediately assumed throughout 
the country that conscription had become 
a political issue. It is a false assumption. 

An overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people in the 
eight English - speaking 
provinces are in favor of 
conscription. There is 
nothing political about 
their view. It is shared by 
the adherents of almost 
every political party in 
Canada. 

Even the proposed 
phrasing of Mr. King’s 
plebiscite succeeds, as A 
is intended to succeed, in  gyipo) 
keeping conscription out oll 
of politics. 

Mr, King merely asks to be released 
from his pledge so that he may do as he 
thinks best in the matter, If this rather 
ambiguous request does not mean that 
Mr. King contemplates conscription, no 
matter how much he refuses to discuss it 
directly, it means absolutely nothing at all. 

He is only bound in one rticular— 
conscription. When he asks to 
it can only be for the purpose of inaugur- 
ating conscription, 

Why else should he stick out his poli- 
tical neck and risk a popular rebuke that 
might force him from office? 

In only one part of Canada is con- 
scription a political issue. That part of 
Canada is Quebec. Mr. King has been 
purposely ambiguous about his plebis- 
cite because he passionately desires to keep 
out of politics this very issue that Quebec 
insists upon throwing into politics. 

Conscription should be id out of poli- 
tics because its employment is justified 
entirely from the philosophical and ethical 
standpoints.

Apprehensive 
1918 Will Be Repeated as 
Their Power Wanes 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

The recent Hitler speech taken as a 
whole is significant—as important for 
what he did not say as for what he did. 

On the ninth anniversary of the Nazi 
revolution, the German armies are suffer- 
ing their first real defeats in this war, with 
immense casualties on the eastern front. 
There has been a shake-up in the high 
command, and numbers 
of generals have dropped 
out of the picture. The 
United States has entered 
the war, and so has 
Japan, the one bringing 
memories of 1918, and the 
other dashing the Aryan 
race theory, 

It was under these 
conditions that Hitler 
spoke for one hour and 
fifty-three minutes to a 
Of this time he devoted

mass meeting. j : 
thirty-six minutes to his own version of 


the history of the last war. To prove 


what? ‘ 

To prove that there were no Nazis dur- 
ing the last war and that therefore it is 
Germany that Britain and America hate, 
and not Naziism; that the Germans would 
have had the war even if he had not been 
their fuehrer; to prove—his old song—that 
the last war was not lost by the German 
armies but by treason and defeatism at 
home; to prove that the personalities in- 
volved in this war are the same old “war- 
mongers” who were responsible for the last 
war—except on the Axis side.’ (He passes 
over completely Mussolini's role in the 
last war, as one of the most articulate and 
effective champions of Italy's entrance 
into it—that time on the Allied side.) 


Nazi Struggle 


He then spoke for forty minutes on the 
history of the Nazi struggle for victory in- 
side Germany. 

To prove what? To prove that the 
Nazis started with nothing and attained 
power only by bravely disregarding ter- 
tible setbacks. He reminds his hearers 
that his movement was, at one time, 
beaten to the ground, and he himself 
thrown into prison; that time and again it 
seemed as though the Nazi cause were lost; 
and that even a few days before victory 
no one would have predicted that they 
could succeed, 

This part of his speech is an allegory, 
and he himself points the moral: The Nazi 
struggle is only a picture of our national 
struggle; fainthearted desert what they 
think is a sinking ship; but even as the 
Nazi party won in spite of terrible re- 
verses, so will we win the war. 

He then spoke for twenty-nine minutes 
on the history of the present war, the bur- 
den being that he, Hitler, never wanted 
the war, and that Germany is the victim of 
aggression, and not the aggressor; that he, 
Hitler, only attacked because he saw that 
Germany was going to be attacked. He is 
pleading not guilty, for himself and for 
the German nation.

democratic way of securing men for na- 
tional service. 

Democracy gives equality of opportun- 
ity, there should be equality of sacrifice. 

This is a country of tremendous priv- 
ileges, No one should accept a privilege 
without assuming, in turn, a responsibility, 

And as we try to establish equality of 
privilege, it is necessary to establish, also, 
equality of responsibility. 

This is the democratic theory of con- 
scription, accepted in Great Britain and 
the United States, 

When one remembers that the younger 
Mellons, the Rockefellers and other scions 
of wealthy families are serving as con- 
script privates alongside the other young 
men of the United States, one realizes 
that this theory is really working across 
the international line. 

Quebec has thrown conscription into 
politics because Quebec, apparently, does 
not wish to accept conscription as an eth- 
ical principle based upon philosophical 
thought. 

Quebec, we are led to believe, is not 
ready to admit that equality of responsi- 
bility must go hand in hand with equality 
of opportunity and equality of privilege. 

Quebec’s Privileges 

One is driven to this conclusion by the 
anti-conscription statements in the cur- 
rent by-election campaign in Montreal, 

It is an amazing stand because Quebec, 
of all provinces, has been fairly smothered 
with privileges. 

In Canada, ever since Confederation, 
Quebec has had special privileges of re- 
ligion, education and language. They have 
a state church. Their education is in the 
hands of the Roman Catholic church. Their 
language has attained official co-equality 
with English, 

To all intents and purposes they are 
autonomous. They have their own distinct 
nationalistic existence. 

Every Canadian government, whether 
it has been Conservative under Sir John 
A. Macdonald or Liberal under Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier and the Rt. Hon. W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King, has catered to their whims 
and to the peculiar requirements of Que- 
bec under the name of tolerance, 

This is amply shown by _ separate 
schools in many of the provinces, the 


Germans Feel War Guilt

Finally, he devoted nine minutes to a 
report on the present situation of Germany 
in the war itself. 

In this nine minutes he gave no figures 
on casualties, In sharp contrast to the 
statements that came from him and Dr. 
Goebbels in December, Hitler plays down 
the dangers of the situation, He attributes 
German reverses in Russia wholly to the 
cold, He depicts the war as having lasted 
four months, during which Germany was 
on the offensive for four and on the de- 
fensive for four mote—a defensive posi- 
tion taken wholly because of weather con- 
ditions, 

Of course, as I will show in a more 
complete analysis of this part of the talk, 
this is rank misrepresentation for the Ger- 
man atmies continued an offensive aimed 
at Leningrad, Moscow, and the gates to the 
Caucasus, not for four months but for well 
over five; as late as December 21st Hitler 
himself announced that no retreat was in 
order, but that the armies must lose no 
foot of ground, and the entfre campaign 
has not lasted for eight months but only 
for a few days over seven. 

It is clear by now that the quarrel be- 
tween Hitler and the general staff arose 
over ‘precisely this matter of beginning a 
new offensive in October; that the gen- 
erals counselled against it, warning that 
if it failed it would bring disaster; that 
Hitler, with an eye on Japan, insisted, and 
that it was this continuance of the offen- 
sive into the dead of winter that set off the 
Russian counter-offensive under the most 
favorable possible conditions. Now, in 
this speech, Hitler denies that the offen- 
sive really continued. 


Apology 

Far from being an aggressive speech— 
when taken as a whole—the speech is one 
long apology and self-justification. Hitler, 
like the German armies, is on the defen- 
sive; a personal defensive. He says there 
never will be another 1918 as long as he is 
in power, thus qualifying the possibility. 
He says he knows that no one else has as 
much authority in Germany as he. He tries 
to take the guilt for the war off Germany 
and especially off the Nazi party. 

And perhaps most important of all, the 
whole speech is radical and addressed to 
masses. He attacks Tories and “hyena 
capitalists.” He denounces the British 
and American social systems and glosses 
over the Russian. He emphasizes the 
Socialism of Nazism and plays up social 
gains. And he mentions only one Nazi 
leader: Robert Ley, of the Labor Front, 

From the speech, therefore, one can get 
some picture of the state of mind in Ger- 
many. The masses do fear a repetition of 
1918; they do have a sense of guilt; they 
do blame the Nazi leadership for the war; 
they do suspect some terrific mistake in 
the eastern campaign; they do want peace; 
and only such Nazi innovations as the 
Labor Front and strength through joy are 
really popular.

U.S. Tribute To Canada 


FROM THE WASHINGTON POST 

The tribute which Winston Churchill 
paid to Canada in his Ottawa address was 
richly deserved. 

For various reasons the Dominion’s 
truly remarkable war effort has never 
received adequate attention in this coun- 
try. In part this has been due to the cir- 
cumstance that the Canadians have been 
over-modest about their contribution to 
the common cause, In part it has been due 
to the fact that the contribution of other 
Dominions, while no more considerable, 
has been more spectacular, 

Except in the recent battle of Hong 
Kong, in which Canadian units dis- 
tinguished themselves, the man power of 
the Dominion has not participated on a 
large scale in any of the great campaigns 
of this war. 

This has not been their fault, as the 
British Prime Minister was quick to point 
out, No restrictions have ever been placed 
as to where Canadians were to be per- 
mitted to serve. But most of them have 
been kept in the Mother Country for the 
defence of Britain against invasion. 

In other ways which have ¢scaped 
notice Canada's help has been noteworthy. 
Canadian flyers have an excellent war 


re¢ord. Her air training program has like- 
wise made Canada one of the great reser- 
voirs of trained pilots, navigators, bom- 
bardiers, ground crews and other per- 
sonnel needed by the British and Imperial 
air forces, 

This air training scheme has now 
reached the point where there is no dearth 
of trained personnel to operate the grow- 
ing number of planes being turned out in 
British and American factories. In the 
meantime Canada’s production of cor- 
vettes and merchant ships has Increased 
to the point where it rivals the shipbuild- 
ing program of the Mother Country, 

Weapons manufactured in Canadian 
arsenals, armored vehicles from her fac- 
tories, have played their part on many 
fronts. 

In short, on a per capita basis Canada 
has contributed more men, more money, 
a greater volume of supplies, and has spent 
a very much greater part of her national 
income than we have. 

We have still a long way to go before 
we shall have reached that degree and 
intensity of war effort which our friend 
and ally to the north has so modestly and 
so effectively put forth. 

It was only just that Mr, Churchill 
should have spoken of the record, 


printing of our money and postage in two 
languages and the parallel use of French 
in government forme, 

All these things have been extended 
from Quebec all over Canada. 

In the democratic passion fér the rights 
of minorities, we have made one of our 
minorities the most privileged part of 


Canada. 
Isolationist 
The teaching of youth in Quebec has 
never been pro-British. 


The province constitutes a distinct iso- 
lationist group—just as South Ireland con- 
stitutes a vexatious isolationist group 
alongside the United Kingdom. 

This demand for isolation, for auton- 
omy and for ever-increasing privileges is 
an odd return for any racial group to make 
to a country that has not only accorded it 
special treatment in every possible way, 
but has sheltered it from the successive 
storms of Europe and made jt the most 
favored body of French people in all the 
world. 

And now that the war has caught up 
to us in Canada, as it surely has, this is 
no time to play politics with the principle 
of equal responsibility for equal privilege. 

It must be admitted however, that if 
the French-Canadians hdve desired to play 
politics with their racial identity, they 
have not lacked for willing playmates. 

In 1940, for instance, the Liberal party 
under Mr, King and the Conservative 
party under the Hon. Dr. Manion, both 
with a wary eye on the vote in Quebec, 
pledged their respective parties not to in- 
voke conscription for overseas service. 

This pledge should never have been 
given by either political leader for vote- 
collecting purposes. It was a direct invi- 
tation to Quebec partisans to drag out the 
old tradition of special privilege for the 
purpose of escaping a solemn ethical 
principle. 

But the pledge was made and, infer- 
entially, another special priviliege was 


granted. 
The Solution 


The question now is what we are going 
to do about it. With the sentiment in the 
English-speaking provinces overwhelm- 
ingly. in favor of conscription and with 
conscription overwhelmingly the right 
thing to do, what is the solution? 

In the light of that question, Mr. King’s 
apparently oblique method of securing

Obviously, Mr. King wishes to be in a 
position to deal with Quebec without in- 
voking too threateningly the element of 
compulsion, He desires, for the sake of 
Canadian unity, that Quebec should come 
to accept the principle of equality of sac- 
rifice of her own accord and not through 
the pressure of the eight other provinces, 

On the other hand, Rt. Hon, Arthur 
Meighen, who was not selected as leader 
of the Conservative party in convention, 
but was chosen by a comparatively small 
group of the executive, has taken the 
stand that representatives in parliament 
should deal with the conscription matter 
without reference to a plebiscite. 

It is safe to assume that Mr. Meighen’s 
stand is supported by a vast majority of 
the English-speaking people in Canada, 
in spite of the fact that everybody appre- 
ciates Mr. King’s reluctance to enforce 
Conscription in Quebec in violation of his 
election peldge. re: 

There is always the possibility, Mr. 
King inferentially argues, that Quebee 
might seize upon that broken pledge as an 
excuse to oppose the application of con- 
scription in that province whereas if the 
pledge were removed, Quebec might 
gracefully bow to the will of the majority. 

On the Spot 

Whichever way you look at it, Que- 
bec’s leaders afte on the spot as never 
before in Canada’s history. 

Mr. King will be released of his pledge. 
There is no doubt about that. And no one 
hopes that more devoutly than Mr. 
Meighen himeelf. 

at, then, will Quebec do? Will they 
accept the verdict of the vote, should they 


be in a minority? 
And if not, what becomes of Canadian 


unity? 

Will they continue to accept special 
privileges and repudiate equality of sacri- 
fice? Or will they gracefully accept the 
inevitable? 

There is one thing to be remembered: 

Without conscription Canada cannot 
efficiently defend herself against Hitler. 

And we probably would find Hitler a 
much more active and effective agent for 
Canadian disunity than even a disgruntled 
and discontented Quebec.

Minister Says 
Canada’s Effort 
Amazes World 


OTTAWA, Feb. 7—(CP)—Cana- 
dian resources have been press- 
ed into service of the war effort 
by the government to an extent 
“that has amazed the entire 
world,” Pensions Minister Mac- 
kenzic said Friday in the House 
of Commons. 


Incomes had been taxed almost 
“to the point of confiscation,” the 
minister said, and resources had 


been mobilized for war to an extent 
greater than in any other country 
which has an economy based on free 
enterprise, 

The minister said that to go fur- 
ther, in line with the C.C.F.°pro- 
posal to conscript accumulated 
wealth and industry, would mean 
“abolition of free enterprise and 
substitution of State Socialism.” 

Mr. Mackenzie spoke in the de- 
bate on the address in reply to the 
Speech from the Throne to which 
the C.C.F, proposal would be added 
as a sub-amendment 


“AMAZES WORLD" 

What the government has done in 
the way of conscription of large in- 
comes, prevention of profiteering 
and utilization of material resources 
no matter to whom they belonged 
has “amazed the entire world,” said 
Mr, Mackenzie 

Of the Conservative amendment 
to the address, particularly that part 
of it calling for measures to deal 
with post-war problems, the min- 
ister said the government proposes 
two important measures this ses- 
sion. 

One would be a land settlement 
scheme which would be “one of 
the most constructive and far- 
reaching proposals of its kind 
ever submitted to the parliament 
of Canada,” he said, 

He gave no details; and he did not 
indicate the nature of the second 
measure, 

A feature of the afternoon’s de- 
bate was a suggestion from Hughes 
Cleaver (Lib., Halton) that the pay 
of soldiers be increased by $1 a day 
for service in Canada and by $2 
overseas, the increase to be held 
for them as savings. 


COMPULSORY SAVING 

He said he would also Impose 
compulsory saving by those in war 
industries to the extent of the 
amount their wages exceed the 
amount of army pay and subsist-| 
ence, to be held until after the war. 

Mr. Cleaver suggested a capital 
levy and increased taxes on higher- 
bracket incomes. 

Other speakers were W. K. 
Esling (Con.,, Kootenay West) 
and Joseph Harris (Con., Toronto- 
Danforth), both of whom con- 
demned the proposed conscrip- 
tion plebiscite and urged the gov- 
ernment to Ict parliament decide 
whether or not it should stand by 
its anti-conscription pledges. 

The house adjourned until Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Mr. Mackenzie expressed support 
for the plebiscite, describing it as 
the “honorable” course for the gov- 
ernment to pursue. 

He said it was not a plebiscite on 
the merits or demerits of conscrip- 
tion, but a move to obtain release 
for the government from past anti- 
conscription pledges so it could take 
whatever action seemed necessary. 


DEFENCE OF CANADA 

Defence of Canada, three months 
ago largely centred overseas, now 
lay also along the Pacific and At- 
lantic coasts. 

To follow the recommendations 
of one group of extremists in 
Canada would mean that not an- 
other soldier would be sent over- 
seas, he sald, but the course 
adopted by the other extreme 
school of thought might involve 
measures which would “greatly 
imneril defence of our Canadian 
soll,” 

It was his personal opinion, the 
minister said, that at the moment 
there was no need of “increasing 
overseas commitments”, 

Mr. Mackenzie said that if the 
plebiscite released the government 
from its pledges, and if the volun- 
tary system did not provide suffi- 
cient reinforcements, “as far as I 
am concerned my recommendation 
would be to resort to all measures 
and means necessary to see that 
essential reinforcements are forth- 
coming and forthcoming in time.” 


MEIGHEN'S VIEWS 

He read extracts from speeches 
by Rt. Hen. Arthur Meighen, new 
Conservative leader, as evidence 
that as late as March, 1939, he was 
opposed to conscription or sending 
men overseas without consulting 
the people. 

The same stand had been taken, 
he said, by Conservative House 
Leader Hanson and by Hon. R. 
J. Manion, who led the Conserv- 
atives in the 1940 general elec- 
tion,

Sir W. Grenfell 
Is Honored By 
Newfoundland 


Closely allied with the develop- 
ment of Labrador and’ Newfound- 
land, the name of Sir Wilfred T 
Grenfell is known to evéry sailor, 
hunter, trapper and school boy of 
those rugged mountain coasts. 

The stamp above, issued in “1941, 
a year after Sir Wilfred’s death, 
pictures the physician on the 
steamship Strathcona II looking 
across the water at his hospital 
ship Maravyal. 

Sir Wilfréd was born in England 
in 1865. He graduated at Oxford 
and studied medicine at the London 


hospital, After his 


Whitechapel. 
studies were completed he devoted 
himself to reform work among the 
sajlors of the North Sea, establish- 
ing homes on land and mission ves- 
sels at sea. 

In 1892 Sir Wilfred went to Lab- 


rador to continue his work. He 
erected hospitals, an orphan’s home, 
and a school. He extended his ef- 
forts to Newfoundland and in 1912 
opened a seamen's institute at Saint 
Johns. 

A doctor in a land where doc- 
tors were scarce, Grenfell soon 
achieved wide fame. He laid great | 
stress on improving the physical, 
social, and economic conditions of 
the seamen of the coast.

Collies are very intelligent and 
dependable dogs, Not only do they 
make éxcellent watch dogs but 
they are also good playmates for 
children. Care should be taken 
when feeding a young Collie to 
include a liberal amount of cod 
liver oi] in his diet. If you live in 
the country, I am sure you will 
find that a Collie will satisfy all 
your needs as a family dog.

Man...A Paradox 


N immediate analysis of our present condi- 
tion would incline us to conclude that ‘the 
Future lies in the Past.’ 


That admission has 
a very personal and religious significance 
if we take into consideration our present plight, and our 
past behavior. We are living in a world that we have 
taken great pains to produce. Our present muddle did 
not fall from the blue, it did not come upon us over night, 
but is the consequence, the logical outcome of those things 
gone before. We may say that the things that we do today, 
the things that we plan and for which we hope, will 
comprise our world of tomorrow. Joy may follow from 
what we do, or remorse may be our portion, but joy or 
remorse will be but our child of yesterday. We have writ- 
ten a book. In it we have recorded our blunders, mis- 
takes, deliberate and anticipated weaknesses. There are 
blots, scars, incomplete sentences, and regrets, all symbol- 
izing some past deed, act or thought consistent with the 
nature of the symbo]. Even the destruction of the book 
does not change the consequence of the thing recorded. 
The remorse or peace of today is conditioned by our rec- 
ord of yesterday. We may try to improve our lot, we may 
try to adjust ourselves to what we cannot rectify, we 
may even ask forgiveness for our intentional sins, we may 
even begin anew, but the ‘content’ of yesterday has slipped 
beyond our grasp and forever must remain with God. If 
we want peace, concord and contentment tomorrow, we 
must begin today. 

Man is one of the best understood contradictions of 
his species. He is the child of moods, uncertainties; humour 
and caprice. He is the conglomeration of emotions, senti- 
ments, urges and mental patterns. One day he feels that 
he is ‘master of all he surveys’, ‘captain of his soul’; the 
next he feels that he is a misfit, a Jonah, a hireling, a victim 
of a mental, moral and spiritual condition which he has 
taken great pains to create. He becomes aware of his 
inward strife and tries to extricate himself from its grip. 
His condition is disconcerting. Like the ‘prodigal’, he 
‘comes to himself.’ His experience is the replica of the 
history of man. He struggles hardest when in dire distress, 
in great suffering, or ploughed under by some great social 
or political avalanche. He has to fight two battles, the 
inward and the outward. He comes to himself, he makes 
a new start; and those that come after him should benefit 
from his experience. They may, and they may not, but 
that they could and should we are all agreed. 

Very few historians realize the light, the wonder, 
the miracle that followed the “Dark Ages”; and very few 
connect what followed with what actually took place. The 
best interpretation of that period is what followed. The 
present conflict is not so much the outcome of the last war 
as an aftermath of the Godlessness that followed it. “In our 
6o0-called Christian nations” to what place have we relegat- 
ed God since that time? We asserted, and we still say; 
We are fighting for religious freedom, righteousness; 
against slavery and evil. “Are we consistent in our daily 
lives, or our personal battles’? 

What we have said about the ‘dark ages’, in princi- 
ple, applies to the period that followed the Industrial 
Revolution tn the Motherland. The tyranny that drove 
the Pilgrim Fathers to the New World was only question- 
ed when the voice of the free was heard across the sea. 
The peace, prosperity, and religious revival that followed 
their pilgrimage was due to their devotion, thrift, courage, 
sacrifice and determination. Their taxes, police force, 
morality squads, and fire brigades were commensurate 
with their honesty, belief in God and loyalty to the Sanctu- 
ary. Look into the average Kirk today—a few years ago 
it was even worse—and you will understand why and 
how our social and moral evils have multiplied, to such 
drastic proportions, that even the lukewarm look upon it 
with alarm and consternation. At the conclusion of World 
War I, the right to worship God freely was established but 
not enjoyed. The present struggle !s the best proof of that. 
The principles for which they are fighting over there have 
not been cherished, nourished or maiMtained over here. 
When we turned our backs upon God, we turned our backs 
upon all for which the name stands, Godliness. Now the 
need for communion with God is again keenly felt. Are 
we going back for the sake of expediency, or because we 
have lost or missed the Centre of real living? Will we try 
to build up an “Utopia” of such a nature, with God as the 
centre, that future generations will never experience 
similar blodshed. 

A commentator writing in “Life”, page 22 Dec, 8th, 1941 
describes conditions that he finds in Lybia. He speaks of 
the German soldier in this way, “In their privately written 
expressions the Nazis in Colonial Khaki shorts show fervid 
faith in their Fuehrer, but promise themselves that if 
they survive the war, they will either be MORE LOYAL 
to the CHURCH, or return to its FOLD. Expressions of 
religious faith seem to dominate the innermost expression 
of Germany's desert soldiers.” Of the Italians he writes: 
“The outstanding characteristic among the Fascist fighters 
was their religious FERVOR”. The cause of our presen’ 
tragedy is Godlessness, th@ cure is self evident. 

How long will it take us to discover that a return to 
the Church, a Religious Revival, is imperative? How 
much must we suffer, how long, how often, before we 
come to see that true Christian living is a prerequisite te 
peace, prosperity, and a true understanding of God's unl: 
versal plan for his pepple? 

The answer to these questions is found in history, 
especially in the history of Israel, but more specifically 
in the Cross.

|Caution Urged 
Dealing With 


“U” Structure 


Stating that debate on the ac- 
tion of the University of Alberta 
senate, in refusing to grant 
Premier William Aberhart the 
honorary degree of doctor of laws 
i at the last convocation, had been 

forced by the “uninformed re- 
marks” of two Social Credit 
M.L.A.’s, Dr. L, J. O'Brien, Ind., 
Grande Prairie, on Friday advised 
the legislature to exercise great 
caution before it moved to inter- 
fere with the structure of the 
university administration, 

Speaking in the throne speech de- 
bate, Dr, O'Brien also urged that 
outlying homesteaders in the north 
be given greater hospitalization 
benefits and be allowed to pay their 
taxes by doing road work. There 
were some 8,000 of these home- 
steaders in the north, he said, who 
saw little money in a year. 


SENATE'S ACTION 

Dealing with the question of the 
university senate’s action, the 
speaker said this body could not 
possibly -have been moved by 
political motives. He outlined the 
manner in which the senate was set 
up, stating that its members were 
all university graduates and men of 
standing in the professions to 
which they belonged. “To accuse 
such a body of political trickery 
is rotten,” he added. 

He outlined the considerations 
which usually govern the awarding 
of honorary degrees, stating that it 
was the custom for a university to 
grant such a degree to any of its 
sons who had done outstanding 
work, and sometimes to extend this 
honor to other universities. 

Tt was stated, he said, that on ac+ 
count of outstanding educational 
work, the degree was forthcoming 
to Premier Aberhart. 

“I believe the premier was an 
outstanding high school principal,” 
he said, “but until 1935 I had never 
heard of him. I would hesitate to 
say that that is sufficient for an 
honorary degree.” 
HOSPITALIZATION BENEFITS 

Regarding the granting of such 
degrees to the premier of provinces, 

O'Brien said that provincial 
universities varied in custom. He 
quoted the occasions on which other 
Canadian universities had made 
such awards, stating that they were 
extremely few. | 

“I don't think the political atti- 
tude would enter the picture at 
all,” he said. “I wish to advise 
caution because the results will be 
far reaching if we interfere with 
the structure of the university.” 

Urging that homesteaders be 
given the benefits of being in- 
cluded in municipal hospitaliza- 
tion plans in the north, Dr. O'Brien 
aald this question was under the 
Jurisdiction of the provincial gov- 
ernment, as it guaranteed the 
hospitals’ payments. 

Refusal had been made in an ap- 
plication for this from his district, 
he said, as the five districts con- 
cerned owed the government money. 
Stating that the government had 
urged “credit in terms of public 
need,” he urged that these people 
be given credit. 


He asked that registered trappers 
be made honorary, unpaid game 

wardens, so that they might have 
the power to confiscate furs taken 
by intruders on their registered 
trap lines. 

Schools, he said, were the “bright 
spot” in northern Alberta, although 
he felt that, in the larger units, 
some districts were forced to spend 
their savings to make up for those 
bi ta had spent their money fool- 
isnly,

The family of soured milks 
should be rightly welcomed in 
the children’s diet. There's cot- 
tage cheese, for instance, It's one 
of the good proteins to be added 
te the baby’s menus when he gets 
to be 6 months old or #0. It ought 
to be &@ smooth product, strained 
to get out any lumps—for child- 
ren dislike those grainy particles 
in their mouths—ang made soft 
and easy to eat by the addition 
of some of the baby’s fermula- 
One teaspoon to one tablespoon 
given at the beginning of the 
noon or night meal, is the usual 
procedure. 

Some babies don't like cottage 
cheese. If they make faces and 
spit it out, it's pretty uséless to 
force it. It's ble to s0 change 
its flavor that the baby will ac- 
cept it. An ordinary custard made 
with the addition of a tablespoon 
or more of strained cheese and a 
little lemon juice to give additional 
tang, might be substituted for one 
of the noon-time puddings. If the 
baby doesn't like this it's pretty 
certain that his mother will. 

The other soured milk from 
which babies can derive enjoy- 
ment and benefit is buttermilk, The 
teal buttermilk which remains 
after churning is a delightful prod- 
uct, but it is not easy to get and 
Naturally it lacks butter-fat. If 
babies are offered natural butter- 
milk as a substitute for sweet milk 
there must be some cream added to 
it, otherwise they are getting what 
is primarily a skimmed milk. 

Commercial buttermilks are 
made from whole milk as well as 
skimmed milk, and these can be 
used jn the infant's or child's diet 
as a substitute for whole, sweet 
milk, Buttermilk, because of its 
acid content, may prove to be easier 
to digest than whole milk, so that 
the baby can take it without as 
much water dilution as might be 
needed for a fresh, sweet milk. 

Buttermilk formulas have been 
used when all others have been 
tried and found wanting and 
have been surprisingly successful. 
Such formulas need both water 
and sugar just as do the sweet 
milk ones. 

When mother asks whether she 
dare give her daughter buttermilk, 
because she has tasted and liked 
it, it’s plain that she is unaware 
that buttermilk contains the same 
nutrition as sweet milk, with the 
beneficial acids which give it its 
delightful flavor as additional 
assets. 

By means of buttermilk the child 
who is temporarily “off” milk, be- 
cause he's been deprived of his 
bottle, can get his usual milk 
rations. 

Buttermilk can be diluted ex- 
actly as are sweet milk formulas.

Yesterday I described the use of 
the joker in “Super-Contract 
Bridge,” as described in a pamph- 
let by Capt. John M. Elliott (U. 
S.N. retired), The joker increases 
the deck to 83 cards, and today I 
will explain how the extra cards is 
handled in bridge.

Four hands of 13 caras are dealt 
in the usual®way, and the extra 
card is then placed face-up on the 
table. After the declarer is deter- 
mined, he will have the privilege 
of exchanging this card for any 
card in his own hand or dummy. 
The exchange is made immediately 
after the opening lead and lay- 
down of the dummy hand. Declarer 
may reject the exchange card if he 
wishes, playing with his two hands 
as dealt, ° 

Naturally each side is entitled to 
include the exchange card with its 
other 26 in calculating its bidding 
values. When the exchange card is 
|a high honor, the total bidding 
power is thus increased and 4 
fierce battle for the contract may 
ensue. But even when it is a low 
card, the battle may rage, because 
the exchange can greatly strength- 
en the pattern of a hand. 

In today’s hand, the declarer 
put the exchange card in dummy 
to lengthen the suit, and threw out 
the four of diamonds. He used his 
joker to stop the hearts after North 
was out, gave up one club trick to 
North, and won ten tricks, The 
extra trick came because South, 
having to discard on three clubs, 
could not guess that hig only de- 
fense was to let go the six of 
diamonds.

Increase To $1 
In Wheat Price 
May Cut Grants 


By JAMES McCOOK 

OTTAWA, Fet, 7—(CP)—An 
increase in the initial wheat price 
from 70 cents to $1 a bushel, if de- 
cided upon, will almost certainly 
be accompanied by a reduction in 
payments (to prairie farmers under 
other assistance programs, The 

Canadian , Press learned Friday 
night, 

The prairie farm income assist- 
ance payments, made under order- 
in.in-council passed in 1941 to in- 
crease the prairie producer's in- 
come in a year of low returns, will 
total about $20,000,000 for 1941. This 
would equal an increase in the 
initial payment of about 10 cents a 
bushel on 200,000,000 bushels. 


DISCONTINUE PAYMENTS 


If the price were increased to $1 
by federal authorities it appeared 
likely that these income payments, 
made on an acreage basis and de- 
signed to carry the farmer over an 
emergency period, would be dis- 
continued. Even with their assist- 
ance, wheat this year was worth 
only 80 cents a bushel compared 
with the $1 requested by farmer 
spokesmen as the first payment of 
the season. 

After hearing the submissions of 
a delegation of more than 400 
prairie farmers earlier this week, 
the federal cabinet was expected 
to reach its wheat policy decisions 
within a short time. Trade Minis- 
ter MacKinnon said three weeks 
ago a statement was planned as 
soon as possible after the opening 
of the parliamentary session Jan. 
22. 

The government decided to 
wait until the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture and the prairie 
wheat delegation suggestions on 
1942 policy had been heard this 
week before final decisions were 
made, 


There have been several indica- 
tions of ministerial support for an 
increased initial wheat price to 
bring the farmer a return greater 
than the average of 50 cents a 
bushel on the farm which he re- 
ceived from the present payment 
of 70 cents a bushel, basis No. 1 
northern at Fort William. 

The additional 30 cents a bushel 
on the jnitial price would be pay- 
able on about 300,000,000 bushels of 
wheat from the 1942 crop which 
would be accepted by the Canadian 
wheat board, the government's 
agent, under the proposals sup- 
ported by the prairie farmers.
